Usually, bad form talk even 
excellent thing the wrong time. 
Hundreds eminently virtuous and pathetically well 
meaning individuals earn the reputation for being tact- 
less, blundering bores, simply because they not ob- 
serve season giving vent the thoughts that are 
burning within them. 

But some subjects, reason the breadth their 
appeal, are fitting almost all occasions. And one 
these education. all know something about it, 
all know something its from the 
Catholic point view, all have borne testimony, 
one way another, the validity its essential prin- 
ciples and the satisfying character its results. Yet 
have not exhausted the subject. cannot exhaust 
the subject, for Christian Education something that 
penetrates even the roots life and affects and ef- 
fects directly indirectly, consciously unconsciously, 
all that man does and says and is. character- 
forming process. 

Much has been spoken, much has been written about 
character; but, after all, what it. Bereft the impos- 
ing terminology the and the theologians 
and that rather muddy-minded gentry the present hour 
who write copiously education, character means simply 
man’s habitual way doing things. always 
being stimulated acts and ideas with which comes 
contact; and the way ordinarily reacts those acts 
and ideas—that, practically speaking, his character. 
course, theoretically statement inaccu- 
rate, for what man does not his character, but reveals 
discloses his character; but practice this distinction 
little value for good, and often notoriously potent 
for evil. 

Yes, potent for evil; for oftentimes man constructs 
picture himself and calls that his character, and be- 
lieves that his character, and liable have recourse 
physical violence you much assume that 
not his character; and all the while very far 
from being the man all. has 
taken hold ideal—a character for purposes ad- 
miration only, sort Sunday-go-to-meeting character, 
which must remain hung dark closet during all 
that man’s workaday life. And the real character, the 
real man, something very different; and that fact every- 
body realizes save the unfortunate man himself. 

Some years ago the enterprising Sunday editor 
metropolitan newspaper published the views representa- 
tive men his city this subject: “When Smoker 
Heavy Smoker?” was expected, the answers were 
varied; but the great point all man, 
matter how many cigars smoked the course 
day, considered himself heavy smoker. Thus the 
man who was accustomed smoke one cigar day main- 
tained that anybody who smokes three heavy smoker; 
the man who smoked three looked with something akin 
pious rage the man who smokes eight; the eight- 
cigar man, though convinced that was but moderate 
smoker, waxed furious condemning the excesses the 
man who smokes fifteen. 

That experience the newspaper editor shows the need 
something that the modern world very distasteful 
of, but something very important ever many aspects 
life, namely, the need standards. Especially 


need standards matters morality. all have 
tendency very indulgent toward the sins are 
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most inclined to, and, deep down 
our poor, self-deceptive hearts, 
are all inclined believe that the evil 
things are not very evil 
type character for our complacent 
admiration; and construct, 
the process living and through the force habit, 
auother type character which dominates our thoughts 
and words and deeds. 

Now, essentially and fundamentally, Christian Educa- 
tion means this: The formation active, practical 
character the light Catholic principles; the sort 
character that does not and will not deceive itself; the 
sort character that accepts standards and uses stand- 
ards, and does not use one set standards for itself and 
quite another set for somebody else; the sort character 
that never loses sight God and God’s law and God’s 
love. That the sort character that Christian Educa- 
tion seeks form and develop and fortify.

would well ponder this fact. right does not 
necessarily mean persuative. argumentative 
does not mean persuasive. going root 
out one your opinions obviously must get its 
roots. procedure must radical. And your 
opinion mainly rooted feeling, emotion, 
wasting time when try show you how absurd 
your opinion is, how illogical, how inconsistent, 
how variance with facts. may silence you, indeed, 
but cannot convince you, until get the roots your 
opinion.

(An informal talk given 
group young teachers and 
prospective teachers.)

“By letters 


Brother Leo, 


writes Cardinal Newman, “is meant the expression 
thought language, where ‘thought’ mean ideas, 
feelings, views, reasonings and other operations the 


human mind.” And our own Brother Azarias tells us: 
“Literature the verbal expression man’s affections 
acted upon his relations with the material world, 
society and his Creator.” 


Now these two definitions, despite wide difference 
viewpoint and detail conception, have one thing, 
and that all-important thing, common, They tacitly 
agree that literature the expression the human soul. 
Without the soul could have record man’s af- 
fections, account the operations the human mind. 
The student literature must tremendously interested 
the human soul; and cannot fathom the human soul, 
nay, cannot achieve elementary understanding 
it, without ,As usual, Shakespeare was right 
when said that “the lunatic, the lover and the poet 
are imagination all compact.” For the lunatic, the 
lover and the poet, matter how much they may differ 
other respects one from the other, are alike this 
that they are mainly concerned with the human soul. 
You are lunatic when you are exclusively interested 
the human soul that nothing else matters the least; 
you are lover when you find one human soul the 
breath and finer spirit all excellence; you are poet 
when the matchless music human speech you speak 
from the soul the soul. 

imagination necessary for the lunatic, the lover 
and the poet not less necessary for the teacher; for 
there very little exaggeration words when 
solemnly assure you that the teacher must have him 
little all three. must believe himself, the 
lunatic does; must believe others, the lover does; 
and must believe words, the poet does. “Great 
minds madness ever are allied.” 

The chief reason why some men who profess teach 
literature really nothing the sort because they 
not possess not employ sufficient degree 
imagination. They may teach grammar, but grammar 
not literature; they may teach figures speech, but 
figures speech are not literature; they may hear recita- 
tions from literary history, but that process very far 
from teaching literature. The essence literary appre- 
ciation feeling, emotion; and great poem play 
essay novel can win our feelings does not 
the first place attract and hold our imagination. 

This philosophical consideration, and therefore 
necessarily abstract. Let try put the matter into 
more concrete form. ask you, therefore, recall 
your minds the great play—somre say the greatest play 
—of Shakespeare, “Macbeth.” When Shakespeare wrote 
this wonderful drama—as indeed when wrote his other 


plays—he did not invent the plot. The mere facts 
found Holinshed’s Chronicles. You can get copy 
Holinshed from the library and read the story Mac- 
beth pretty much the same form Shakespeare read 
it; and that form not literature all. The 
chronicler states that Duncan was King Scotland, that 
his cousin Macbeth, urged Lady Macbeth, killed the 
King while the latter was asleep Macbeth’s castle; that 
the murderer subsequently mounted the throne and that 
after while was engaged battle Duncan’s son 


was defeated and killed. There nothing, you see, 


very wonderful about that. Indeed, all rather com- 
monplace. Murder common crime history, and 
history, too, kings are enough individuals, for 
there are ever many them. common thing, 
too, for man influenced for good ill the 
loman loves; and for the man who does wrong 
overtaken retribution about the most common thing 
the world. 


the mere story Macbeth, told Holinshed, 
ordinary thing; but the play “Macbeth,” written 
Shakespeare, one the most extraordinary things. 
rightly regarded masterpiece genius. Mac- 
beth Holinshed trivial; Shakespeare stu- 
pendous. Why the difference? Not because Shakespeare 
used more and bigger words; not because Shakespeare 
wrote blank verse and Holinshed wrote pedestrian 
prose; not because Shakespeare knew more about the facts 
the case, for really knew considerably less. But 
because Shakespeare used imagination, and 
didn’t. 

There you have the explanation word—imagination. 
Holinshed, prosey, fact-grubbing historian, told the ex- 
ternal story few human beings. Shakespeare, 
dramatist and poet, took the same human and set 
imperishable words the story their souls. Holin- 
shed told what happened, and wrote chronicle; Shakes- 
peare re-created the men and the woman the case, 
showed what was going inside them, gave in- 
sight into their character and motives, and thereby 
achieved literature. And this was able do, not be- 
cause was more learned, but because was possessed 
greater vigor imagination. 


Let suppose that two students approach the 
study “Macbeth” for the first time. Student has 
imagination; Student has not. What does do? 
reads the play the same deadly, dull and uninspired 
way which would read the delinquent tax list. 
reads Shakespeare, but might just well read Holin- 
shed; for, since does not possess imaginative vigor, 
remains untouched the finer issues. him Mac- 
beth just man, Lady Macbeth just woman; and 
the murder Duncan just murder, not very much 
unlike the murder was reading about yesterday 
the first page The Examiner. Indeed, perfectly 
candid, probably prefers the Examiner, for the account 
finds journal makes less demand his 

rains. 


But what does Student do—the student who pos- 
sesses imagination? Well, lives the play. recon- 
structs the scenes. When reads the stage direction, 
“Enter Macbeth,” sees Macbeth. sees big, brawny, 
bearded warrior, clad imfighting togs and sword 
and shield. sees the blasted heath, and feels the cold 
sharp wind that cuts across like knife. And sees 
into the man’s heart, into his very soul. sees the 
demon ambition sowing murderous thoughts the 
man’s mind. And sees the man wavering, afraid. And 
presently sees the soul Lady Macbeth, and her great 
love for her husband, and her towering and indomitable 
will. And sees the soul the woman wrestling with 


the weaker soul the man until something her 
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strength and tragic intensity are imparted her hus- 
band. Nay, more. actually lives Macbeth, suffers 
with him, strives with him, feels with him. For the time 
being, Macbeth: and fears that the very stones 
will prate his whereabouts slinks across the 
empty courtyard, with drawn dagger, toward the sleep- 
ing chamber the king. And through all the play, even 
the sombre end where Macbeth cries, “Lay MacDuff, 
and that first cries hold, Student 
means imagination, identifies himself with the 
characters, the scenes, the events; and thus learns what 
literature has teach, the story the human soul. 


But, the more practical minded you may ask, what 
has all this with the teaching literature? Let 
tell you, emphatically can, that this has every- 
thing with it. Get your pupils see what they 
are reading about, get them feel it, get them visual- 
ize, get them live inside the characters—get them, 
short, use their God-given imagination—and you 
have done your work and done well. Incidentally, you 
have teach them other things, course; you have 
teach them something about the author, and how 
pronounce and spell words, and how read aloud, and 
how compare the people the play with the people 
other plays and with the people the actual world 
around them; you may even teach them something about 
sentence structure and vocabulary and grammar and rhe- 
toric; but you must always remember that such things 
are quite secondary. you teach them use their 
imagination you are truly teaching literature. And you 
are giving them introduction one the most re- 
fined and consoling pleasures life and leading them 
human nature the very throne God Him- 
self. 


But some you are not teaching Shakespeare—yet; 
and you might wonder how you are going employ the 
imagination teachiny the literature your ordinary 
reader. Well, shall try tell you. Some years 
ago was privilege pay visit the home the 
Hopi Indians the Santa Trail; and that occa- 
sion there flashed memory this little bit from 
Longfellow’s “Song Hiawatha” that you can find the 
average third reader: 


“By the shores Gitche Gumee, 

the shining Big-Sea-Water, 

Stood the wigwam Nokomis, 
Daughter the Moon, 
Dark behind rose the forest, 

Rose the black and gloomy pine trees, 
Rose the firs with cones upon them; 
Bright before beat the water, 

Beat the shining Big-Sea-Water,” 


Now, when pupils read that class, must, 
means comments and questions, make them see what 
they are reading about. They must see the wigwam, 
conical shape, builded shimmering birch bark, stand- 
ing out white against the background “the black and 
gloomy pine trees”; they must see the firs, tall and slen- 
der, waving the moaning breeze; they must hear the 
wind, and the tapping the woodpecker, and the swish- 
ing the water and the buzzing the bee; they must 
lie wide-eyed, like the little Indian boy, watching the 
clouds floating across the deep blue sky, impressed with 
the solitude and grandeur all. And when they 
that they are learning how appreciate literature; they 
are using their imagination.

Rev. Bernard O’Reilly. 


Speaking before the Classical Association the Middle 
West, Professor Shipley, the chair Latin 
Washington University, urged return the old 
classical idea education. strongly deprecated sub- 
stitution vocational training for .classical culture. 
Willing admit that vocational training great im- 
portance, urged that should supplement and not 
replace the classical was willing con- 
ceive that vocational schools were turning out good 
journeymen and clerks, but was the opinion that 
such young men and women would never see beyond 
the horizon the journeyman and the clerk. 


The present popularity vocational education based 
the desire that opportunity given for form edu- 
cation that some measure will fit the pupil for self sup- 
port should she forced early age for- 
sake the school room for factories shops too often 
the case. From the economic standpoint, doubt, 
there much seeming waste the more traditional 
American type education. emphasizing efficiency 
preparation for life career test school’s 
social service, possible over-accentuate the dis- 
tinctly commercial and pecuniary side it. Cultural 
and vocational can and must blend. must turn out 
balanced men and women. What would the result 
taught boys who were lawyers only law, boys 
selected doctors only medicine, mechanics only 
natural philosophy? would turn out world ut- 
terly unbalanced men and women, each and every one 
entirely useless—outside his her own narrow occu- 
pation. 


What perfect lot unbearable snobs would turn 
out sent them forth with the heaven-sent message 
being doctors, lawyers, journalists, mechanics? Can’t 
you see our young snob bossing the old-timers about him, 
serene his self-assurance that was heaven-sent 
mission, that was born journalist, plumber, doctor? 
Can’t you see his start and the same time his finish? 
Men are not animals. You can’t breed them up, like race 
horses, run races. have fundamental occupa- 


Americans were farmers. Now, heredity, breeding, 
previous conditions, for anything, farmers should pro- 
duce farmers. natural, profitable and wholesome 
occupation, the occupation Adam and the men who 
the sons and daughters generations farmers the 
farm? Many the great statesmen have had sons am- 
bitious follow their fathers, trained statecraft from 
earliest infancy. Pitt, Gladstone, Bismarck, all left sons 
bred be, anxious be, educated be, statesmen. But 
none them quite succeeded. The entire history man- 
kind teaches that the man himself, not his parents, 
nor the school, that make his career and his success. 
Many men have scored initial failures the professions 
which they afterwards achieved great success. Grant 
left the army failure thirty only return forty 
and achieve success. Disraeli was failure states- 
man first. Columbus was middle-aged failure 
seaman before made his name the greatest mariner 
all time. 


The arguments that are advanced favor equipping 
boy girl for practical work are quite plausible, and 
there were nothing life but the work earning 
money one would dissent from the idea 
importance vocational training. Proper training the 
mind does not consist merely salting few facts 
moral routine. mistake make encyclopedia 
out our minds. there were nothing more the 
classics than their value mental discipline they should 
included our college curricula. The classics will 
come back, not refinements education, but pos- 
sessing genuine practical value. 


The problem the relative attention given the 
technical the cultural element education has never 
produced any serious division the Catholic educational 
system. may said that our institutions not draw 
any sharp lines distinction between the so-called “prac- 
tical” and “cultural” studies. While Catholic institutions 
still insist the retention the purely cultural studies 
and general rather than specialized curriculum, except 
specialized schools for graduate students, the necessity 
for technical training has been long since recognized 
and provided. Catholic scholars have been 
masters the humanities but they have not neglected 
the natural sciences technilogical work. its educa- 
tional system the Church realizes that man under the 
primeval curse eat his bread the sweat his 
brow. the Middle Ages the work the monks was 
not wholly given transcribing the classics, writing 
commentaries deep metaphysical discussions. The 
monks were the teachers agriculture. fact, they 
originated scientific agriculture. They were not only 
architects but the teachers handicraft. The hundreds 
Middle Age cathedrals that are the admiration the 
world could only have been built skilled workmen. 
The liberal arts were taught the monastic schools. 
Not all the monks were bent over their desks the scrip- 
torium. Many them, with sleeves rolled up, were 
the monastery forges and workshops teaching workers 
the metals, glass and wood. Our own mission fur- 
niture came from the Franciscan cloisters. 


The Catholic educational system always was kept and 
still keeps view the idea that boys and girls must 
taught things that will useful the self support 
the individual, but they must also taught all things 
that will use humanity general. Purely tech- 
nical education causes the individual become self-cen- 
tered and narrow. producer only and never rises 
above matter. General culture broadens and attunes the 
individual with the whole human race. Mind and spirit 
are not subordinated matter. Catholic education, 
blending proper proportions the technical and cultural 
elements, logical, human and best fitted free peo- 
ple, who, living democracy, must think well 
work.

Right here the intelligent 
listener begins his work. groups 
these unconnected, unrelated sounds 
into definite melodies, such way, 
that they make intelligent appeal 
him. precisely this that 
known the art listening mu- 
sic. Appreciative study music 
then, the cultivation the art 
listening, with such degree alert- 
ness, enable the hearer per- 
ceive all the beautiful details 
masterpiece, their relation one an- 
other, which relation expresses the 
meaning that the composer wishes 
convey. 

True appreciation music can 
cultivated every lover the art. 
The teacher above all others can as- 
sist his pupil correct apprecia- 
imagination the pupil pointing out 
him the plan the composer, and 
exciting him interest the de- 
velopment the musical ideas 
they follow one another. Moreover, 
general way, the teacher can aid 
the pupil proper appreciation, 
enlightening him concerning the mas- 
sage that each the great composers 
wishes give mankind, the charac- 
teristics each the great periods 
the art music, demonstrating the 
different styles each period. This 
real intelligent teaching, that will 
lasting benefit, and afford un- 
told pleasure the pupil, new joy 
his life. Such teaching bound 
stimulate what would otherwise 
regarded unmusical pupils. 


there one thing that the art 
music sadly needs, better and 
more intelligent listeners. the 
composer and performer strive 
reach the understanding the hearer. 
Upon this musical understanding de- 
pends musical appreciation. Weiss- 
man, essay entitled, “Thoughts 
the Musical Sense Animals and 
Men,” very well says: “The under- 
standing our highest music, not 
only needs the auditory apparatus and 
auditory centre, together with the 
life-long training these: something 
besides absolutely indispensible; 
mind that sensitive, impressionable 
and highly developed,—one and the 
same auditory organ, together with 
its auditory centre, must produce 
entirely different effect the 
mind, according this more highly 
more lowly organized. The soul 
were, played upon like in- 
strument the musical nerve—vibra- 
tions the auditory centre. The 
more perfect this instrument is, the 
greater the effect produced.” 

After all, the real enjoyment mu- 
sic resides the soul, the heart 
and feelings. this, the intellect 
brings understanding the mean- 
ing composition, have true 
appreciation, unalloyed pleasure, 
which other art able give. 
have experienced, that 
very classic composition, 
hearing, was not all interesting; 
but after repeated hearings the 
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same masterpiece, new light seemed 
dawn, perfect undrstanding 
last arrived at, and the masterpiece 
appreciated its full worth. 

Many the great masterpieces 
must heard several times 
fully understood and appreciated. The 
greater amount musical knowledge 
and familiarity with classic composi- 
tions one possesses, the keener this 
appreciation. one well-grounded 
harmony, counterpoint, instrumen- 
tation and musical form, his appre- 
ciation the great masters will 
far superior that the ordinary 
musician. word, the last 
analysis, the intellect, according 
its musical training, that appreci- 
ates and understands the full mean- 
ing conveyed masterpiece. 

The factors musical appreciation 
may well summarized thus: Re- 
peated hearing music, susceptibil- 
ity beauty tone, ability an- 
alyze musical compositions into simul-

which ability secured only cer- 
tain training and clear understanding 
those elements that make 
the art music. therefore evi- 
dent, that music has not only emo- 
tional side, but intellectual sjde, 
and the operation these two, make 
the perfect artist. Appreciation 
music based upon the proper under- 
standing it, and this secured 
through the intellectual sense. 
simply knowledge what music 
should be.

THE FIRST GRADE READING LESSON 


Mary Bronson 


The object purpose the work reading the 
primary grades enable the children master the 
“mechanics” the subject, that is, they must taught 
recognize and pronounce readily, sight, both the printed 
and written forms the words they use their spoken 
vocabularies, and the new words they occur their 
readers. They must learn write these words, and group 
them properly into short, easy sentences. new words 
other than those their vocabularies, should, course, 
taken from the charts books the pupils are use regularly 
the school. 

The best way for the teacher use the blackboard. em- 
ploying only script teaching new words. Printing should 
not employed the presentation new words the 
board. will not uniform and never good that 
the text, and more likely confuse than help. Let the 
pupils depend their books charts for the printed forms. 
lesson properly presented, pupil will able read 
his lesson sight without help from his teacher except 
the matter “expression.” This taken mean that the 
pupil must not thrown upon the printed page until 
thoroughly prepared—until has mastered every word 
that lesson blackboard drill. this may neces- 
sary, sometimes, spend the entire time the recitation 
acquiring new words. 

After the pupils begin read, every lesson should have 
these three parts, each clear and ‘distinct from the other. 
First, there must careful review the doubtful words 
from the preceding lesson. Second, there must the mastery 
the new words the lesson read. Third, the read- 
ing the lesson. 

illustrate, let the following taken lesson: 

Hiawatha was little Indian boy who lived this wigwam 
the woods. 

Poor little boy, his mother was dead. 

Hiawatha lived with his grandmother, Nokomis, 


played with the birds and called them “Hiawatha’s 
chickens.” 

played with the fox and the bear and other animals. 

called these animals “Hiawatha’s brothers.” 

would not shoot his arrow them, for they were all his 
friends. 

The new lesson written the board the above manner, 
with the new words written manner set them out 
distinguish them. They may underlined written with 
colored chalk. 

When the class called, the children are asked “match 
the new words,” that is, the italicized words, Hiawatha, 


Indian, wigwam, mother, etc., with the same words their 
printed lesson the book chart. The pupils are not 
asked pronounce the word, the entire attention being given 
the recognition the form, both written and printed. 

When this done, books are closed and laid aside. The 
teacher then points each new word the board and 
pronounces clearly and distinctly, laying special emphasis 
the more difficult words. The pupils speak the words 
after her. During this process the teacher alert detect 
any little voice that not ringing true, that is, say, that 
not quite sure that right. such discovered, that 
pupil must receive additional individual attention, until com- 
plete mastery achieved. 

When the teacher satisfied with this part the work 
she gives the command, “Go sleep.” Each child closes 
his eyes and lays his head his folded hands front 
him the desk. When all heads are down the teacher places 
the pointer the word, say, Nokomis, the same time 
giving the command, “Wake up.” this command the chil- 
dren lift their heads and pronounce the word. Each word 
pointed the teacher and pronounced the children 
this way, the more difficult ones being repeated until the 
children know them perfectly. 

the commands, “Go and “Wake up,” 
one pupil may given the pointer and put the board 
point the words pronounced different members 
the class; the pointer may passed entirely around the class, 
each pupil turn pointing the words spoken the 
teacher, and numerous other devices will suggest themselves 
the ingenious teacher. Infinite variety necessary 
secure the vast deal drill necessary here fix the work. 

Then, before the lesson read, the new words the pre- 
vious lesson are reviewed the same way. have changed 
the order procedure here, giving the work the advanced 
lesson first, for two reasons, viz., First, the lesson before 
the class for the day must considered the most important 
part the work; second, the class strong and the work 
from day day carefully done, there may very little 
review necessary. Also well enough vary the order 
attack for the sake change. The pupils will enjoy it. 
approach the task the selfsame manner each time grows 
monotonous even children. 

With this preparation and review the children will able 
take the recitation into their own hands and read the 
printed lesson with confidence and with very little suggestion 
from the teacher. The pupils now know the printed form, 
the written form, and the sound every word. That 
say, their recognition complete.

The ideally effective teacher hygiene will the 
teacher who literally enjoys good health, who willingly and 
religiously practices the health habits offered the children, 
and who demonstrates appearance and vigor and good 
nature the beneficent effects good health conduct. 

The second reason has with the teachers’ gereral 
influence upon the developing child. 

The teacher who physically below par, who not quite 
equal her task, who constantly feels sense partial 
defeat, becomes irritable and unjust. Her influence upon 
developing childhood may like that blight upon 
growing plants.

The healthy teacher more generally cheerful, happy 
all her relations, likely just discipline, 
stimulate encouragement, and exerts upon the growing 
child the influence sunshine. need more robust 
teachers,” says Elliot.

Spanish: Dile que estudie derecho. French: Dis-lui 
d’etudier droit. Tell him study law. should 
noted that after the verbs believe, say tell, think, et., 
provided that they are employed affirmatively, one can 
make use indifferently the conditional the indicative 
and the subjunctive the imperfect the subjunc- 
tive. Thus one can equally say: 
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Spanish: Decia que (vendria, viniera, viniese); French: 
disait qu’il viendrait. 

The verb used noun clause, which stands logi- 
cal subject ser used impersonally, put the sub- 
junctive Spanish: probable que veamos esta tarde.

Observe the sequence tenses the two following 
sentences:

Thus the verb 
following faut always put the present subjunctive 
faut que dorme. must sleep. faut que 
sorte. must out. Again after expressions feel- 
ing sentiment, regrette qu’elle vienne pas 
voir. regret that she does not come see me. 


Again the degree doubt plays important part 
the use the subjunctive. Thus: suis pas sur 
elle sache coudre. not sure that she knows how 
sew. The superlative requires the subjunctive as: C’est 
plus petit que fasse. the smallest that made. 

After J’ai per and crains, fear, the verb the 
subjunctive preceded what known the “ne” 
dubitative as: peur que vous soyez malade. The 
subjunctive, too, the following words: Quoique 
bienque, sansque, moinsque, Afinque, Pourque, 
que, Jusqu’ ceque and acant que. After impersonal ex- 
pressions such as, peut qu’elle veuille venir. may 
that she wishes come. 


And now let consider general some the salient 
points both Spanish and French. Let remember 
that Spanish the relative pronoun can never sup- 
pressed English. Thus: The lady spoke 
mother becomes Spanish Senora quien hable 
madre. 

The Rel Pro quien refers persons only and always 
preceded tse preposition when governed verb.

Note the distinction between pero and sino. Pero 
used adversatively Spanish: Hablo espanol pero 
hablo ingles. speak Spanish but not speak Eng- 
lish. Spanish: hablo sino espanol. speaks 
nothing except Spanish. 

Spanish there are three words which signify ask: 
preguntar, pedir and rogar. The first means ask 
question; the second ask for thing, and the last 
ask favor. 

Pay particular attention the conjugation the 
Spanish verbs dormir, sleep; and morir die. The 
present participle dormir durmiendo; the present 
indicative duermo and the subjunctive duerma. 

Compare the expression should like” French and 
Spanish. For instance take the sentence should like 
with you. French: J’aimerais bien d’aller avec vous 
Desearia con Vd. 

Only the closest attention the exact meaning 
words will enable the student write French Spanish 
correctly. are careless the use English that 
fail value fully the nice destinctions observed 
the French, the Spanish and the Italians, the 
their mother tongue. Because this-we have recom- 
mended, former paper, that students these lan- 
guages should from the very outset, distinguish between 
synonyms. For instance take the three words French 
rentrer, retourner and revenir. The first means re- 
turn home; the second return where you came from; 
and the third return the place where you are now. 
For instance, you were Europe you would say, re- 
tournerai bientot aux Etats Unis. will return soon 
the United States. Christ said his Apostles, and 
shall and prepare place for you will come again. 
Here will reviendrai. 

Then have such French synonyms porter, appor- 
ter, emporter, enlever. Porter carry; apporter

careful about the use and meaning the word 
nadie Spanish and personne French. They may mean 
anybody nobody according the idea sup- 
pressed. Spanish: Usted sabe mejor que nadie. French: 
Vous savez mieuxe que personne. You know better 
than anybody. French: Personne croit cela. Nobody 
believes that. Observe that the negative being implied 
personne pas omitted. 


Remember, too, that alguno, mucho, poco and harto are 
adjectives and agree gender and number the sub- 
stantive that follows: Spanish: Deseo poca mas agua. 
French: veux peu plus d’eau. wish little more 
water. 


translating get away from the word for word much 
possible. course always retain the exact meaning 
sense. Take for instance the sentence, Spanish: Haga 
entrar criado; French: Faites entrer domestique. 
The best translation for this would be, Tell the servant 
come in. Yet the words would justify the translation: 
Make the servant enter.

Michigan School Bill Approved. 


The Dacey bill, providing for the 
supervision private and parochial 
schools, which was passed recently 
the legislature Michigan with the 
approval Catholic leaders that 
state, has been approved the Bureau 
Education the National Catholic 
Welfare Council. statement issued 
Monahan, director the bu- 
reau, reads: “The Bureau Education 
the opinion that persons most 
interested 
throughout the various states should 
secure early date possible, 
legislative enactments similar those 
provided this bill.” 

The bill concerns itself primarily 
with the sanitary conditions, courses 
study, and qualifications teach- 
ers all private, denominational, and 
parochial schools. For certain speci- 
fied purposes, the schools are placed 
under the supervision the State De- 
partment Education. The law pro- 
vides that all teachers such schools 
shall secure certificate, such 
would qualify them teach like 
grade the public schools the 
state, some time prior September 
1925. Teachers these schools 
may take examinations now pre- 
pared law the Superintendent 
Public Instruction may direct other 
examinations such times and places 
may see fit. Certificates may 
also issued graduates any 
recognized accredited normal school 
college, and all certificates will 
valid any part the state. 

Experience private, denomina- 
tional, and parochial schools count- 
public schools cases where experi- 
ence required for 
cates. Persons who have taught 
years preceding the passage the 
act, will given certificates without 
further examination upon presentation 
proof service. 

Power given the Superintendent 
Public Instruction his assistants 
investigate and examine schools op- 
erating under the act, relative sani- 
tary conditions, enrollment pupils, 
courses study, and qualifications 
teachers, and compel compliance 
with the state laws governing such 
matters.

RELIGION GAINING GROUND. 

Seventy-three the 101 Catholic dioceses the United 
States report the baptism 39,000 adults during the past 
year, noteworthy number converts for single twelve 
months, time when pessimists have been fearful that 
religion was losing ground. Other reassuring statistics 
may gleaned from the source which the Catholic 
School Journal indebted for these figures—the Official 
Catholic Directory for 1921, published Kenedy 
Sons, Barclay Street, New York. 

appears that the number Catholics the United 
States proper has increased 150,093 during the year, be- 
ing now 17,885,646, while the Catholic population the 
United States and its possessions has increased 300,000, 
reaching the impressive total 28,122,859. 

During the year 1920, 182 new parishes were estab- 
lished the United States, making the present total 
Catholic churches with resident priests 10,790, against 
10,608 year ago. There are 5,790 missions with churches, 
making the grand total Catholic churches this coun- 
try 16,580. The number new Catholic churches erected 
the United States during 1920 was 399—an average 
more than church day. 

There are the United States archbishops, 
bishops and 21,643 priests—an increase more than 600 
priests since year ago. 

The important contribution Catholics the educa- 
tional forces the United States shown the fact 
that the number free parochial schools maintained 
Catholics has increased 6,048, with average daily 
attendance 1,771,418 pupils. Four new colleges for 
boys, academies for girls and orphanages were 
erected during the year. The number orphans cared 
for Catholic institutions has risen There are 
118 Catholic homes for the aged different parts 
the United States. Two hundred and fifteen colleges for 
girls are maintained the Catholics America.

The deaf are shut out, closed in, from 
many the world’s harsh noises; from much its 
thoughtless gossip, and its unkind criticism. They hear 
within “the muted music which silence makes”; they read 
eyes never deceptive and often eloquent that which 
the lips are silent; they love the world better because 
they have lost part it. Upon hearing gentleman’s 
kind remark lady who was quite deaf, gifted woman 
said, the object such gallantry, should 
willing deaf the rest life.” was im- 
pulsive speech, but illustrates the working compen- 
sation’s law. Deafness evidently bar the way 
marriage (even though clever young friend mine 
escaped the pain and embarrassment refusing old 
widowed minister feigning deafness), for the Gopher 
Prairie where write this, there stone-deaf old man 
eighty who will next week lead the altar his third 
wife, woman eighty-two! 


true that unkind word pains keenly the 
sensitive deaf, less true that kind word lingers 
their hearts like music. For this reason every ear 
specialist should adept the noble art being 
kind. Many them are; but few them have the gift 
Eastern doctor, graciousness which sends his pa- 
tients away thinking: “Life beautiful thing, and 
little loss trivial after all.”

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CATECHISM—TEACHING. 


XX. 
Radical “The Baltimore Catechism”. 


Why should catechism written language chil- 
dren cannot understand, when the doctrine therein enun- 
ciated can expressed language they understand? 


This seems very pertinent question—a very reason- 
able question. Who has ever heard the answer it? 

there really some mysterious reason for discussing 
unintelligibly when teaching religion? doubt any one 
can found take this position. our purpose 
enlighten, why not speak and write terms suited the 
capacity our hearers readers? 


there answer the question above pro- 
posed? simply platitude, that when are provid- 
ing catechism for children, should invariably present 
the truths faith terms the significance which they 
readily grasp? further question might next arise—is 
this possible? reply, assurance can given that 
least ninety-nine cases out one hundred such pos- 
sibility has been demonstrated. 

Instinctively, would seem, should one and all con- 
cur the proposition. Yet, matter fact, almost 
every text book religious instruction adopted our 
primary schools wanton violation this fundamental 
principle. generally this characteristic evidence, 
are not given look for anything else. con- 
sequence, some very extraordinary theories find accept- 
ance. One that since the teacher there explain, 
the text book not supposed clear itself. Then, 
there another which, understand, dates back the 
age Bossuet, even were the first stand sponsor 
for it. Its advocacy takes this form: the children 
memorized the catechism when they are young; later 
life they will understand.” Thus, have committed 
ourselves the endless task elaborating complication 
excuses and defenses for indefensible system, when 
there remained the simple alternative doing what every 
mother the world has learned the art doing—that 
talking her little ones language they understand. 

Now, with these considerations view, let turn 
our attention for moment booklet, familiarly 
speak “The Baltimore Catechism.” has been 
among some thirty-six years, and used 
from coast coast. Millions children have known 
little nothing any other. supplanted the 
United States the historic ‘Butler,’ eliminating several 
its objectionable features, retaining portions its text and 
practically all its plan. far they preserved 
recollections previous experiences, both teachers and 
pupils necessarily found its adoption relief. But, few 
today, any time, maintain that its appearance solved 
the problem primary relligious instruction. 

early date was published with fairly complete 
glossaries the head each chapter. The idea was 
highly commendable. They are valuable contribution 
the naked text; every teacher appreciates the assist- 
ance they afford. But their very existence un- 
qualified condemnation the work they are expected 
assist. They are there because they are necessary 
the ideal catechism should stand need none 
them. least eight words, average, are de- 
fined the head each thirty-seven chapters, fact 
which forces upon the conclusion that eighty pages 
school book there are three hundred words beyond 
the capacity some the children obliged look 
daily for enlightenment the most important all 
subjects. the task memorizing four hundred and 
twenty-one answers, the plan this Catechism dic- 
tates, there imposed the pupil the additional burden 
learning the definition some three hundred words 
supplied this series glossaries. not alto- 
gether reasonable ask why not away the outset 
with all those unfamiliar terms and expressions and vo- 
cabularies necessitated their use, and enunciate the 
same truth language requiring further explanation? 
Could there have been any time the slightest objection 
such proposal? 

But does complete glossary remove all difficulties 
from the text? Suppose particular child has actually 
mastered the glossary and can give the meaning every 
word, does the effort necessarily put him possession

the sentences they serve make up? Are there not 
other sources unintelligibility? other words, 
does the understanding every word given sentence 
guarantee understanding the sentence whole? 
The answer evident; unfortunately the Baltimore Cate- 
chism furnishes far too many evidences the contrary. 


“Venial sin slight offense against the law 
God matters less importance, matters great 
importance offense committed without sufficient, 
reflection full consent the will.” 


“The Church means Indulgences remits the tem- 
poral punishment due sin applying the merits 
Jesus Christ, and the superabundant satisfactions 
the Blessed Virgin Mary and the Saints; which merits 
and satisfactions are its spiritual treasury.” 


Not one child thousand grasps the full significance 
such answers these, nor would the most thorough 
glossaries afford effective assistance. 

entirely evident that this text-book was compiled 
utter disregard the fundamental principle “One thing 
time.” Only small proportion answers conform 
it. frame accurate and comprehensive state- 
ment doctrine, would seem, was the aim every 
case. The necessity this statement being suited 
the child’s capacity was means always taken into 
account, 


passing one tempted ask can the theory 
maintained that learning rote, established usage, 
was due ignoring the necessity confining the con- 
tent answer one single idea: thought grasped 
the child likely express his own way, 
with sense being obliged adhere the particu- 
lar form words some one else has used 
The teacher also will instinctively allow his way put- 
ting pass. understands it, that clear; why 
demand more? But, .when the answer long and in- 
volved, the lay teacher, who not authorized explain 
doctrine, unfold re-state complex propositions, 
necessarily timid accepting any answer which does not 
conform rigidly that presented the text-book. Asa 
consequence, the only safe course lies insisting upon 
verbal memorization. Thus many pupil has been obliged 
learn long definitions the Church, Grace, Perfect 
Contrition, etc., simply because nothing else could give 
the teacher adequate assurance the pupil’s familiarity 
with the lesson prescribed. would ask teachers ex- 
amine the soundness the theory here 
haps shall find that soon religious truths are 
unfolded single ideas, simply expressed, all dis- 
position contend for rote memorization will disappear. 
This the side, course. 


single issue the Journal cannot afford space suf- 
ficient deal satisfactorily with*a text-book which 
many our Catholic people are interested. Such charac- 
teristics the multiplication definitions, the unfail- 
ing prevalence the abstract, etc., will, trust, receive 
due attention future number. For the present 
shall attempt nothing further than introducing readers 
new edition this catechism, which aims getting 
the pupil and teacher over the difficulties already dwelt 
upon this article, and that much simpler process 
than memorizing glossaries word definitions. pub- 
lished under the title “The Baltimore Catechism with 
Explanations.” 


The text enjoined the Fathers the Baltimore 
Council has been scrupulously retained throughout, that 
every class where continues, the text-book prescribed 
the child may use this supplemented edition without any 
inconvenience whatever. Following each question 
answer likely present difficulty ordinary pupil 
the same thing said the simplest terms possible, 
the doctrine therein contained being enunciated lan- 
guage directly intelligible the child. few extracts 
will exemplify this plan. 

(146) “Sacramental grace special help which God 
gives, attain the end for which instituted each 
Sacrament.”
